London, Eng. Apill 26 One of the 
greatest plagues of locusts recorded 
In history was sweeping the coast ol 
North Africa today from Morocco or. 
the Atlantic Ocean to Irak on thi 
Persian Gulf. 

More than ten countries have suf 
fered damage, already amounting tc 
ten3 of millions of dollars, and recall 
irg the Biblical plague metioned ii 
Exodus: "and the locusts went up 
over the land of Egypt—they covered 
ihe face of the whole earth, so tha’ 
the land was darkened; and they die 
eat every herb of the land and all the 
fruit and there remained not any 
green thing. 

Great swarms of locusts have dark 
ened the sky within Uic last week 1 
various sections of Africa and th. 
near east, and swarAis which ro-nc 
limes are 12 miles long have made i 
defying noise in (light as incalcuMbl 
millions of voracious insects move< 
over or alighted In Senegal, Morocco 
Algeria, Egypt, Sudan, Palestim 
Trans-Jordania, Arabia and Syria. 

Damage Total) Millions 
Much damage also has been dim 
as for south a3 Kenya Colony ant 
Targahyika, where torrential rain; 
halted the insect invasion. 

Swarms have advanced from coun¬ 
try to country, sometimes making 
flights of several hundred miles with¬ 
out alighting. Wherever the locunts 
alight, the crops, every spear of gras? 
and every leaf on the trees arc qu'en- 
ly consumed. 

A survey of th?. present situation 
by United Press correspondents re¬ 
vealed the following circumstance? 
in countries affected; 

French Morocco—Every method 
has..been employed to fight the in¬ 
vading insects, and officials estimated 
that 130,000.000 frar.cs has beei 
spent or appropriated to battle the 
locusts. The s warm3 continue to 
come, however, espec'ally In the re¬ 
gion of Marrldech, Casa Blar.ca and 
Fez. Damages to crops were esti¬ 
mated in the millions of francs. Lo 
■usts have been hatching at about 
•1.000 to the square yard in 
Hstrtcts 

The Spanish zone and Tangier? 
have been afflicted in the last week 
by heavy swarms and locusts are ev¬ 
en seen on ships in the strait of Gib¬ 
raltar. 

Troopa Engage New Enemy 
Egypt,—King Faud summoned the 
Minister of Agriculture to confer 
with him at Cairo in connection with 
the locust plague. Advices from the 
uinai peninsula said the situation was 
very grave, with large detachments 
of troops engaged in an effort to 
stem the locust tide. One battalllon 
of the Egyptian army was sent with 
flame-throwers, of which there are 
not enough. 

Palestine.—The locust Invasion is 
more alarming with fresh swarins 
entering from north and south of 
Jerusalem. About 10,000 laborers in 
Palestine are lighting the Insects, 
using zinc sheeting to divert the 
crawlers Into trenches where they 
were sprayed with gasoline and 
burnt or killed with poison bait. The 
Invasion continued despite the efforts 
of an army of lighters. Hundreds of 
persons battled the locusts In Trans- 
Jordania and the governmet has pub¬ 
lished special postage stamps to aid 
in the campaign against the insects. 

Algeria.- More than 20,000 men 
have been used in lighting locust 


Telegraphic reports received by the 
Department of Agriculture Indicate 
that in the southern part of the pro¬ 
vince from 40 to 75 per cent, of wheat 
Is sown. Over all of the southern 
area moisture is abundant. In the 
central sections of the province, re¬ 
ports Indicate rcedirg of wheat to be 
from 35 to 75 per cent, completed 
with sufficient moisture for germina¬ 
tion but no reserve. Most of this 
area has received some moisture dur¬ 
ing the month of April, and on April 
24 and 25, snow and rain fell over a 
large area of the eastern part of the 
province. 

In the Peace River district, heavy 
rains north and south of the Peace on 
April 24, have delayed seeding for 
several days. Very little grain ha? 
been sown north of the Peace while 
to the south more than half of the 
area has been seeded. It is estimat¬ 
ed that there Is an increased crop 
area in this district of 25 per cent, 
and that moisture conditions are the 
best in twenty years. 

There Is not likely to be much de¬ 
crease tn the acreage sown to wheat 
throughout the province. There will 
be, however, an Increase in the acre¬ 
age of coarse grains making a con¬ 
siderable Increase in the total acre¬ 
age sown. The small acreage of win¬ 
ter wheat sown has suffered severely 
from winter killing. 

Live stock is reported to have come 
through the winter in fair condition.

THE COMING ELECTION 


How much thought and study will 
be put to the Election issues between 
now and June 19 by the average 
voter? Hi^w are you going to deckle 
which party to vote for? Or will you 
vote the'old line ticket because your 
lather and his father before him vot 
ed that way. Too often we allow our¬ 
selves to become so biased and set. 
ihat we can see no good in any party 
but the party of our choice regardless 
of the results of their administratio i 
W e doubt very much whether this con 
d lion spells progress or not. 

Of couse wo will be accused of fav¬ 
oring a wishy washy attitude. That is 
not so. Tq state our position briefly 
it is simply this. The government 
that tackles public problems as they 
arise and deals fa 5 rly with all sections 
of the Province, with population, tax 
e.s and other items all being consid¬ 
ered. is doing all that any body politic 
can do. One government may spend 
mo/c thap another and no doubt as I 
years go ou this condition will con¬ 
tinue to prevail. Our demands as tax¬ 
payers regulate the spending of pub- 
lie funds an<j if we demand gravelled 
highways we must pay for them. 

In looking over the statements of 
provincial governjnents nearly all over 
the Dominion taxes are increasii g 
oenerally because expenditures are < n 
the increase. One governmnt will take 
the opposition to task or extravag¬ 
ance and if elected, will step right in 
and over their period of government 
probably increase expnditues one mil¬ 
lion dollar^, a year or more. This can 
only be expected unlesj we go back to 
the buggx and dit roads and cease to 
progress 

One other thing. The public plat¬ 
form usually hea^rs nothing but abuuc 
about all opposition parties. We often 
wonder if politicians wouldn't ga n 
friends anl enchance their own po3ite- 
ions if they would, if the phrase may 
be permitted, 'give the devil his dues' 
and praise the other man for the good 
he has done regardless of his political 
adherence. Mud-slining never got any 
one very far ahead.

BEET GROWERS 

Moisture conditions tl&is spring are ideal for securing a 
uniform germination of beets If close attention is given to es- 
scnllals of moisture conservation. HERE ARE A FEW: Do 
not ltuve soil exposed in a loose condition after disking or plow¬ 
ing. Where it is necessary to plow, If the land Is too wet, disk 
the surface and* allow the furrow slice to become mellow and 
always work down immediately after the plow. A firm well 
packed seed bed will germinate seed quickly, give the roots a 
chance to take hold and will lessen the hazard of covering by 
ru n, or cultivator and will help them withstand disease or frost. 

REPLANTING has been done ln some Instances in the past 
without due consideration and in may cases could have been 
prevented, by seeing that the seed bed was light and, if weeds 
w.rc prevalent, by being sure that they were not going to get 
tho start of the beets. * 

NOTE.—Hereafter the Sugar Company WILL NOT BE 
RESPONSIBLE for seed used for replanting without the 
WRITTEN APPROVAL OF THE AGRICULTURAL DEPT. 
Ahy land to be replanted must receive an INSPECTION AND 
WRITTEN APPROVAL by the FIELDMAN prior to replanting. 
Concentrate now on a good seed lied and avoid (he n-ccs‘i:y 
for replanting for reasons within your control. 

One serious cause for replanting Is wceda. If they are a 
factor on your field make up your mind at planting time lo 
cultivate before they damage or cause the beets to suffer. Eaiiy 
cultivation will eliminate weeds while they are small and easily 
1:111 d, will conserve llie surface moisture and rtimualtc the 
I "°wth of thc beets. Make your seed bed firm so that the rows 
will he well defined and will permit of early cultivation. 

There a.o 10,000,000 lbs. to Le 
sold before October, and we are told by grocers that in some of 
the ve.y districts where this sugar is produced, farmers and 
larmcr’s wives do not buy ALBERTA SUGAR.
